This email is the final response of the Office of the United States Trade Representative 
(USTR) to Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) No. FY19-08 submitted on October 23, 
2018 requesting communications about the imposition of tariffs between USTR political 
appointees and staff with email addresses ending in “@who.eop.gov.” The timeframe for 
the search was between January 20, 2017 and October 25, 2018, the date the search 
was conducted. 

After a search of our files utilizing eDiscovery software, we have located 639 pages of 
which we are releasing in part 58 pages and withholding in full 581 pages. Because of 
the size of the file, you may access it here:

We reasonably foresee that disclosure would harm an interest protected by FOIA 
Exemptions 5 or 6. Exemption 5 protects from disclosure "inter-agency or intra-agency 
memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an 
agency in litigation with the agency." The materials are exempt under the deliberative 
process privilege, which protects the decision-making processes of the executive branch 
in order to safeguard the quality and integrity of governmental decisions. The 
deliberative process privilege protects materials that are both pre-decisional and 
deliberative. The privilege covers records that reflect the give-and-take of the 
consultative process and in this instance includes multiple drafts of the following 
documents: 

Section 232 report, ’’The Effects of Imports of Steel on The National Security” (83 
pages); 

Steel tariff decisions memos (23 pages); 

Executive Order on tariffs (15 pages); 

Section 232 report, “The Effects of Imports of Unwrought and Wrought Aluminum 
on National Security” (245 pages); 

Remarks about section 201 actions on residential washing machines and solar 
products (two pages); 

Proclamation on steel (179 pages); 

Talking points (10 pages); 

Reciprocal Trade Act legislation (11 pages); and 
Draft 232 steel proclamation on Turkey (13 pages). 

These records reflect the personal opinions of the writer rather than the policy of the 
agency. The release of these records would have a chilling effect on the USTR’s 
deliberative processes and expose the USTR’s decision-making process in such a way 
as to discourage candid discussion within the agency, and thereby undermine its ability to 
perform its mandated functions. Exemption 5 also protects communications directly 
involving and documents actually viewed by the President, as well as documents solicited 
and received by the President or his “immediate White Flouse advisers,” Elec. Privacy 
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Dept of Justice, 365 F.3d 1108, 1115-16 (D.C.Cir.2004). 

We also redacted cell phone numbers and non-public email addresses pursuant to FOIA 
Exemption 6, which protects personal information the release of which would not shed 
light on the performance of the agency's statutory duties. 

This constitutes a complete response to your request. You may contact me or my 
colleague Melissa Keppel by email at FOIA@ustr.eop.gov or 202-395-3419 for any 
further assistance and to discuss any aspect of your request.

Dear Freedom of Information Officer: 


Pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552, and your agency’s 
implementing regulations, American Oversight makes the following request for records. 


President Trump since January 2018 has imposed a series of tariffs on various goods and 
countries. In late September 2018, Trump announced 10 percent tariffs on $200 billion a 








year of Chinese goods, and Chinese officials quickly responded with tariffs on $60 billion in 
American goods. [1] Press reporting suggests decisions regarding tariffs are being made in a 
haphazard fashion without following standard procedures of coordinating across 
government departments and agencies. [2] In addition, sectors and trade groups are being 
taken by surprise by the escalatory trade tactics. [3] 


American Oversight seeks the following records in an effort to shed light on the effect of the 
administration’s trade policies on American manufacturing and employment, and to 
determine the influence of industry lobbyists on administration policies. 


Requested Records 

American Oversight requests that your agency produce the following within twenty business 
days: 


All records reflecting communications (including emails, email attachments, and calendar 
entries/invitations) between agency officials in Column A and any of the individuals listed 
in Column B regarding the imposition of tariffs by the U.S. or other countries:

Please provide all records from January 20, 2017, through the date the search is 
conducted. 


In addition to the records requested above, American Oversight also requests records 
describing the processing of this request, including records sufficient to identify search 
terms used and locations and custodians searched and any tracking sheets used to track the 
processing of this request. If your agency uses FOIA questionnaires or certifications 
completed by individual custodians or components to determine whether they possess 
responsive materials or to describe how they conducted searches, we also request any such 
records prepared in connection with the processing of this request. 






American Oversight seeks all responsive records regardless of format, medium, or physical 
characteristics. In conducting your search, please understand the terms “record,” 
“document,” and “information” in their broadest sense, to include any written, typed, 
recorded, graphic, printed, or audio material of any kind. We seek records of any kind, 
including electronic records, audiotapes, videotapes, and photographs, as well as letters, 
emails, facsimiles, telephone messages, voice mail messages and transcripts, notes, or 
minutes of any meetings, telephone conversations or discussions. Our request includes any 
attachments to these records. No category of material should be omitted from search, 
collection, and production. 


Please search all records regarding agency business. You may not exclude searches of files 
or emails in the personal custody of your officials, such as personal email accounts. 
Records of official business conducted using unofficial systems or stored outside of official 
files is subject to the Federal Records Act and FOIA. [4] It is not adequate to rely on 
policies and procedures that require officials to move such information to official 
systems within a certain period of time; American Oversight has a right to records 
contained in those files even if material has not yet been moved to official systems or if 
officials have, through negligence or willfulness, failed to meet their obligations. [5] 


In addition, please note that in conducting a “reasonable search” as required by law, you 
must employ the most up-to-date technologies and tools available, in addition to searches by 
individual custodians likely to have responsive information. Recent technology may have 
rendered your agency’s prior FOIA practices unreasonable. In light of the government¬ 
wide requirements to manage information electronically by the end of 2016, it is no 
longer reasonable to rely exclusively on custodian-driven searches.[6] Furthermore, 
agencies that have adopted the National Archives and Records Administration 
(NARA) Capstone program, or similar policies, now maintain emails in a form that is 
reasonably likely to be more complete than individual custodians’ files. For example, a 
custodian may have deleted a responsive email from his or her email program, but your 
agency’s archiving tools would capture that email under Capstone. Accordingly, American 
Oversight insists that your agency use the most up-to-date technologies to search for 
responsive information and take steps to ensure that the most complete repositories of 
information are searched. American Oversight is available to work with you to craft 
appropriate search terms. However, custodian searches are still required; agencies may 
not have direct access to files stored in .PST files, outside of network drives, in paper 
format, or in personal email accounts. 


Under the FOIA Improvement Act of 2016, agencies must adopt a presumption of 
disclosure, withholding information “only if . . . disclosure would harm an interest protected 
by an exemption” or “disclosure is prohibited by law.” [7] If it is your position that any 
portion of the requested records is exempt from disclosure, American Oversight requests 
that you provide an index of those documents as required under Vaughn v. Rosen, 484 F.2d 


820 (D.C. Cir. 1973), cert, denied, 415 U.S. 977 (1974). As you are aware, a Vaughn index 
must describe each document claimed as exempt with sufficient specificity “to permit a 
reasoned judgment as to whether the material is actually exempt under FOIA.”[8] Moreover, 
the Vaughn index “must describe each document or portion thereof withheld, and for each 
withholding it must discuss the consequences of disclosing the sought-after information .”[9] 
Further, “the withholding agency must supply ‘a relatively detailed justification, specifically 
identifying the reasons why a particular exemption is relevant and correlating those claims 
with the particular part of a withheld document to which they apply.’ ”[10] 


In the event some portions of the requested records are properly exempt from disclosure, 
please disclose any reasonably segregable non-exempt portions of the requested records. If 
it is your position that a document contains non-exempt segments, but that those non¬ 
exempt segments are so dispersed throughout the document as to make segregation 
impossible, please state what portion of the document is non-exempt, and how the material 
is dispersed throughout the document. [11] Claims of nonsegregability must be made with 
the same degree of detail as required for claims of exemptions in a Vaughn index. If a 
request is denied in whole, please state specifically that it is not reasonable to segregate 
portions of the record for release. 


You should institute a preservation hold on information responsive to this request. 

American Oversight intends to pursue all legal avenues to enforce its right of access under 
FOIA, including litigation if necessary. Accordingly, you are on notice that litigation is 
reasonably foreseeable. 


To ensure that this request is properly construed, that searches are conducted in an adequate 
but efficient manner, and that extraneous costs are not incurred, American Oversight 
welcomes an opportunity to discuss its request with you before you undertake your search or 
incur search or duplication costs. By working together at the outset, American Oversight 
hopes to decrease the likelihood of costly and time-consuming litigation in the future. 


Where possible, please provide responsive material in electronic format by email or in PDF 
or TIF format on a USB drive. Please send any responsive material being sent by mail to 
American Oversight, 1030 15th Street NW, Suite B255, Washington, DC 20005. If it will 
accelerate release of responsive records to American Oversight, please also provide 
responsive material on a rolling basis. 


Fee Waiver Request 


In accordance with 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(A)(iii) and vour aeencv’s inmlementins 




regulations, American Oversight requests a waiver of fees associated with processing this 
request for records. The subject of this request concerns the operations of the federal 
government, and the disclosures will likely contribute to public understanding of those 
operations. Moreover, the request is primarily and fundamentally for non-commercial 
purposes. 


American Oversight requests a waiver of fees because disclosure of the requested 
information is in the public interest because it is likely to contribute significantly to public 
understanding of activities of the government. The disclosure of the information sought 
under this request will document and reveal the operations of the federal government, 
including how the high-ranking officials who carry out U.S. trade policy are influenced by 
private companies and their lobbyists, as other public records have shown has occurred in 
some circumstances . [ 121 The disclosure of the records requested here will also shed light on 
the federal government’s approach to trade policy in an environment where U.S. firms are 
facing retaliatory tariffs that may cause American job losses. r 131 Due to this administration’s 
aggressive trade policy actions, these topics have received extensive media coverage and 
public interest. [14] And, as described below, American Oversight has the intention and 
ability to disseminate the records it received to a broad audience. 


This request is primarily and fundamentally not for commercial purposes, but rather the 
primary interest is in public disclosure of responsive records. As a 501(c)(3) nonprofit, 
American Oversight does not have a commercial purpose and the release of the information 
requested is not in American Oversight’s financial interest. American Oversight’s mission is 
to promote transparency in government, to educate the public about government activities, 
and to ensure the accountability of government officials. American Oversight uses the 
information gathered, and its analysis of it, to educate the public through reports, press 
releases, or other media. American Oversight also makes materials it gathers available on its 
public website and promotes their availability on social media platforms, such as Facebook 

and TwitterJ—1 American Oversight has demonstrated its commitment to the public 
disclosure of documents and creation of editorial content. For example, after receiving 

records regarding an ethics waiver received by a senior DOJ attorney^ American 
Oversight promptly posted the records to its website and published an analysis of what the 

records reflected about DOJ’s process for ethics waivers.' As another example, American 
Oversight has a project called “Audit the Wall,” where the organization is gathering and 
analyzing information and 

commenting on public releases of information related to the administration’s proposed 
construction of a barrier along the U.S .-Mexico border.^— J 


Accordingly, American Oversight qualifies for a fee waiver.

This letter is the response of the Office of the United States Trade Representative (USTR) 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) Appeals Committee to your FOIA appeal dated June 25, 
2019, of USTR’s response dated March 26, 2019, to the FOIA request American Oversight 
submitted on October 3, 2018, for records reflecting communications between certain USTR 
political appointees and White House officials regarding the imposition of tariffs by the U.S. or 
other countries. You sought records from January 20, 2017 to the date USTR conducted the 
search, which was October 25, 2018. 

You have appealed USTR’s application of FOIA Exemption 5, which protects from disclosure 
information that is both predecisional and deliberative in nature, the release of which would 
cause foreseeable harm to the deliberative process. More specifically, you appealed redactions 
we applied under Exemption 5 to several email communications (pages 2, 3 and 10) to which 
draft decision memoranda were attached. You also appealed USTR’s determination to withhold 
the draft decision memoranda attached to pages 2, 3 and 10, and draft talking points attached to 
pages 46 and 54, in full under Exemption 5. 

The USTR FOIA Appeals Committee (Committee) has carefully reviewed your appeal and the 
actions taken by our FOIA Office in responding to your request. After consultations with the 
Office of White House Counsel, the Committee affirms the FOIA Office’s actions in part with 
respect to information withheld under Exemption 5. 

With respect to the email communications to which the draft decision memoranda and draft 
talking points were attached, the Committee is releasing certain portions of the emails the FOIA 
Office previously withheld under Exemption 5. The Committee is continuing to withhold 
deliberative material under the presidential communications privilege about the procedures the 
White House uses to develop information that is used by the President and/or his close advisors. 
The Office of White House Counsel has advised that disclosure of this information would cause 
foreseeable harm to deliberations both inside the White House and with senior officials at 
Executive branch agencies, including USTR. 




With respect to the draft decision memoranda, the Committee affirms the actions taken by the 
USTR FOIA Office. The Committee is continuing to withhold the drafts (draft steel tariff 
decision memoranda attached to pages 2 and 3 of our initial response (eight and five pages, 
respectively); draft steel and aluminum tariff decision memo attached to page 10 of our initial 
response (ten pages), which remain predecisional and deliberative in nature, under the 
presidential communications privilege. The final documents, if any, are presidential records. The 
Office of White House Counsel has advised that disclosure of the draft memoranda would cause 
foreseeable harm to deliberations both inside the White House and with senior officials at 
Executive branch agencies, including USTR. 

With respect to the talking points attached to pages 46 and 54 of our initial response, due to the 
passage of time, the Committee no longer foresees that disclosure would harm an interest 
protected by Exemption 5. Therefore, we are releasing factual information and material that 
reflects positions that the administration and president have taken publicly, which USTR 
previously withheld under Exemption 5.

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TOPLINE: 


• In January, the Department of Commerce submitted reports to the President which 
found that excessive imports of steel and aluminum are "weakening our internal 
economy" and threaten to impair the national security. 

• The reports also found that China's extreme overcapacity and overproduction of steel 
and aluminum are primary causes of distorted global markets, with the result that 
China's excess capacity and production are a circumstance which harms domestic 
industry and threatens to impair our national security. 

• In March, the President concurred with the Secretary's findings and signed 
proclamations imposing initial tariffs of 25 percent on steel and 10 percent on 
aluminum. 

• This action to specifically respond to China's failure to take any corrective action since 
the original tariff was imposed, will protect U.S. national security by helping to address 
the impact of global overcapacity and overproduction on the U.S. steel and aluminum 
industries—which are essential to U.S. national defense and critical infrastructure—so 
that they can operate at commercially viable levels. 

• The President also directed the Secretary to continue to inform him of any circumstance 
that might indicate the need for further action. 

• Since the initial proclamations, more information has emerged. Last year, China 
produced record amounts of steel and aluminum, and production continues to rise. 

• These increases in production constitute new circumstances that indicate a need for 
further action. China's continued pattern of harmful behavior makes clear that an 
additional adjustment to imports of steel and aluminum from China is needed so that 
such imports will not threaten to impair the national security of the United States. 

• As such, the 25 percent tariff on Chinese steel will be increased to 50 percent, and the 
10 percent tariff on Chinese aluminum will be increased to 25 percent. 

• Steel and aluminum overcapacity and overproduction are global problems that virtually 
every country acknowledges. Despite that fact, virtually no concrete action has been 
taken to address the problem. 

• This Administration is willing to discuss with any country, including China, satisfactory 
alternative means to address the threat to U.S. national security. 


FAQs: 
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Q: Why is the President increasing tariffs on steel and aluminum from China? 

Despite acknowledging the problems created by their overproduction of steel and aluminum, 
China continues to increase output. Increases in production have occurred since the analysis 
submitted to the President by the Commerce Department, and new circumstances indicate a 
need to increase the tariffs on steel and aluminum from China. 


Q: Is this happening because no deal was reached by the delegation that recently traveled to 
Beijing? 

The Administration has repeatedly stated that we will discuss with any country satisfactory 
alternative means to address the threat to U.S. national security. 

Q: Is this increase the result of exemptions being granted to various countries last week? 

The two reports by the Commerce Department suggested a potential need to increase the 
tariffs based on potential exemptions granted to certain nations, but this decision is based on 
the circumstances specific to China's overproduction and export levels. Department continues 
to monitor the circumstances of steel and aluminum imports into the United States, and will 
suggest modifications to the tariffs as appropriate. 

Q: Will there be any retaliation? 

Rather than retaliate, China should cease its market distorting behavior that threatens U.S. 
national security. 


Q: In the lead-up to expected retaliatory tariffs, it's been reported that Chinese soybean 
importers have cut orders from American suppliers. What if the Chinese continue to retaliate 
against American farmers and ranchers?

The President has instructed Secretary Perdue and the Department of Agriculture to do all It 
can to defend farmers facing retaliation from China and other nations. 


China should have been confronted decades ago, and everyone agrees that their unfair trading 
practices are unacceptable and harm American workers, farmers, and ranchers. But shockingly, 
rather than admit their actions are unfair and unacceptable, China is willing to unjustly retaliate 
and hurt their own by increasing the cost of soybeans, a staple food product, in their own 
market. 
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We are fighting for American businesses to have a level playing field on which to complete. We 
are fighting for a system that is free and fair, while China is committed to a system that is 
strategic and selfish. 



Q: Are the 232 tariffs consistent with U.S. WTO obligations? 

A: WTO rules recognize that every WTO Member may take action it considers necessary to 
protect its essential security interests. The President took action to protect U.S. national 
security given massive and persistent global excess capacity for, and resulting excessive imports 
of, steel and aluminum. Please direct further questions to USTR. 

Q: Are you concerned that the 232 tariffs will undermine the WTO? 

A: The President's action under Section 232 is to protect U.S. national security given massive 
and persistent global excess capacity for, and resulting excessive imports of, steel and 
aluminum. This is consistent with our WTO obligations. We are willing to work with any 
interested partner to find ways to restore market economic conditions for these products. 
Please direct further questions to USTR. 

Q: Why is the United States taking unilateral action? Do you really think the United States 
can solve the global excess capacity problem all by itself? 

A: China's and others' market distorting practices hurt firms around the world, and we know 
other countries have long shared our concerns about excess capacity, subsidies, and dumping. 
We have worked with other countries on these issues, and we welcome continued international 
efforts. 

Q: How can U.S. firms get relief if they need a steel or aluminum product that is not available 
in the United States? 

A: The Department of Commerce has published the procedures for requests for products to be 
excluded from the tariffs. Please direct further questions to the Department of Commerce. 

Q: Are these tariffs going to harm the U.S. economy? 

A: Global excess capacity and resulting excessive imports in the steel and aluminum industries 
have already significantly harmed the U.S. economy and jeopardized U.S. national security. 

That is why action is necessary. To address impacts on industries that rely on imports, 
Commerce is putting in place a product exclusion process. We are also working with countries 
to address the underlying problem. 
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WHAT YOU NEED TO KNOW ABOUT INCREASING TARIFFS ON CHINESE STEEL AND 

ALUMINUM 


WHAT: President Donald J. Trump will increase Section 232 tariffs on Chinese steel and 
aluminum. 

Today, the Trump Administration announced that President Trump plans to increase tariffs on steel 
and aluminum imports from China. These actions, imposed under section 232 of the Trade Expansion 
Act of 1962, will increase tariffs on imports of Chinese steel to 50 percent and aluminum to 25 
percent. In March 2018, the President imposed initial tariffs of 25 percent on steel and 10 percent on 
aluminum. 

WHY: Supported by unfair and illegal trade practices, imports of steel and aluminum from China 
have continued to rise, risking our national security by threatening America's steel and aluminum 
industries. 

In January 2018, the Commerce Department delivered two reports to President Trump on the effects 
of Chinese steel and aluminum imports. Those reports found that overproduction of steel and 
aluminum by China is a contributing circumstance that threatens to impair U.S. national security. The 
Commerce Department recommended that President Trump take action to protect the long-term 
viability of our nation's steel and aluminum industries. 

Since President Trump took action in March to counter China's unfair trade practices, Chinese 
overproduction has continued and exports of steel and aluminum have risen. In the first two months 
of 2018, China has increased steel production by an estimated 6 percent and steel exports to the 
United States have increased compared to the same period last year. For aluminum, China has 
increased its exports to the United States by over 40 percent during this period. This data makes clear 
that new trade actions are necessary to address the threatened impairment of the national security 
posed by imports of steel and aluminum from China.

Egregious Trade Practices 


China - General 


• For years, the United States has repeatedly attempted to work with China in a cooperative 
and constructive manner, but China has failed to resolve U.S. concerns about its market 
distorting behavior. 

• Throughout this time, American companies have had to face the choice of either a) losing 
access to the world’s largest market; or b) giving up valuable intellectual property and 
control to their future competitors in order to access this promising market. 

• Since 2003, the United States has attempted to remedy China’s unfair trade practices. But 
the consistent high-level engagement failed to achieve fundamental shifts in the direction of 
Chinese policies and practices. 

China - Section 301 


• President Trump determined that decisive action must be taken to protect U.S. innovators and 
job-creators. Last August, he directed USTR to investigate China’s acts, policies, and 
practices on technology, intellectual property, and innovation. 

• Based on a thorough and rigorous investigation, in March, the U.S. Trade Representative 
advised the President that certain acts, policies, and practices of the Chinese government 
related to technology transfer, intellectual property, and innovation are unreasonable or 
discriminatory and burden or restrict U.S. commerce. 

o Forced Technology Transfer From U.S. Inventors and Companies 


o China uses foreign ownership restrictions, such as joint venture requirements and foreign 
equity limitations, and various administrative review and licensing processes to require or 
pressure technology transfer from U.S. companies to Chinese entities. 



o China’s regime of technology regulations forces U.S. companies seeking to license 
technologies to Chinese entities to do so on non-market based terms that favor Chinese 
recipients. 


o Example: China State Council’s Regulations on Technology Import and Export impose 
contractual restrictions on the licensing of intellectual property and foreign technology 
into China, yet the regulations do not apply in the case of a contract between two Chinese 
enterprises or one involving a Chinese technology exporter. 
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o Predatory Foreign Acquisition of U.S. Companies and Assets 


o China directs and unfairly facilitates the systematic investment in, and acquisition of, 
U.S. companies and assets by Chinese companies to generate large-scale technology 
transfer in industries deemed important by state industrial plans. 

o Example: Apex Technology Co., a Chinese investment consortium, acquired Lexmark 
International, a U.S. computer-printer maker, through the financial investment of the 
Chinese government-backed Integrated Circuit (IC) Fund. Prior to the acquisition, 
Lexmark had sued Apex, alleging it infringed at least 15 patents. Apex also had been 
sued by Canon Inc., Seiko Epson Corp., and Hewlett-Packard Co. 

o Hacking of U.S. Commercial Networks 

o China conducts and supports unauthorized intrusions into, and theft from, the computer 
networks of U.S. companies to access their sensitive commercial information and trade 
secrets. 

o Example: In 2014, the United States charged five Chinese military hackers for computer 
hacking and economic espionage directed at six American victims in the U.S. nuclear 
power, metals and solar products industries. 


• Taken together, these policies harm U.S. businesses, and 
competitiveness of the United States. | 

• We must respond to China’s economic aggression by confronting China over its market¬ 
distorting forced technology transfers, intellectual property practices, and cyber intrusions of 
U.S. commercial networks. 

• The President directed USTR to impose tariffs on S50 billion of Chinese goods that benefit 
from Chinese industrial policies, such as the “Made in China” program. 

• The appropriate response from China should be to address U.S. concerns. China instead has 
chosen to respond by compounding its harmful trade practices, including additional 
unjustified tariffs on U.S. exports and targeting U.S. farm goods. 

• In response to China’s further unacceptable actions. President Trump is standing up for 
Americans by initiating the process for additional tariffs of 10 percent on an additional $200 
billion of Chinese goods. 



Section 232 on Steel and Aluminum 


• China’s massive excess capacity has distorted global markets and harmed steel and 
aluminum producers in the United States and around the world. 




• The United States faces high tariffs and non-tariff barriers in India. India’s average tariff 
(13.4 percent) is the second highest among the world’s 25 largest economies. 

• U.S. tariffs are lower than India’s in almost every product category (average of 3.5 percent). 

• India also imposes significant non-tariff barriers, including price controls on medical devices; 
weak protection and enforcement of IP rights; data localization requirements; burdensome 

import licensing requirements; JCgg 



• Although India allows private banks to operate in the country, the Indian market is 
dominated by state owned banks. 

• U.S. companies also face a variety of impediments to doing business in India’s insurance 
sector, including caps on foreign ownership, management control requirements, and a 
mandatory first order of preference for Indian reinsurance businesses. 
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
